This is the American Trust 
Company of Philadelphia, which, ac- 
cording to the Federal officials, was 
organized in 1903 under the laws of 
South Dakota, ostensibly to do a trust 
and banking business; to guarantee 
bonds, notes and other securities of 
individuals, corporations and govern- 
ments,” and, in fact, transact the same 
kind of business as that done by the 
Imperial company. 

Cortelyou found that among the di- 
rectors were C. W. Morrison of New 
York, a former director in the Imper- 
ial, and Francis McFarlan of Jersey 
City, whose name until recently ap- 
peared on the literature ot the Imper- 
ial as its secretary and treasufer. An- 
other director was Philip Laurence, of 
| Huron. g. Dak. The capital stock ot 
}the company was set at $100,000,000. 

The Federal officers have learned 
thet in 1896 White was vice-president 
and secretary of the White Locomotive 
Works of Buffalo, a company he or- 
ganized.

It was the pur- 
suit of these insane desires and pas- 
sions which wrought not only his ruin, 
but also that of several young men of 
the community.

The body was found by his wife.

Yates nor his associates, He 
simply gave me an opportunity which 
his opponents and my enemies have 
prevented my using.” 

The last line—‘“that time fails me 
should I attempt to write personal 
messages’—indicates Simmons was 
dying as he brought this letter to 
a close.

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 6.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.]

Her breakdown was attrib- 
uted to the ordeal through which she 
passed in testifying against him. 

Feeling in. Urich against Oakes, who 


is out of bond * motion for 
tried twice. The first time he was 


found guilty and his punishment was 
fixed at four years in the penitentiary. 
At the second trial the -punishment 
was fixed at two years in the peniten- 
tiary. If hé should again obtain a new 
trial on the technicality, it is consid- 
ered doubtful if he could be convicted, 
as the girl was the chief witness 
against him. Oakes is supposed to be 
in Schell City, or in Springfield, Mo. 

The elopement of Jesse Oakes and 
Opal Knaus was almost inexplicable. He 
was 35 years old, 6 feet tall and 
weighed 180 pounds. She was 15 years 
old, 5 feet tall and weighed 98 pounds. 
He was superintendent of public 
schools at Urich and she was one of 
his pupils. To elope with her, Oakes 
left a wife and a daughter almost as old 
as Opal. He had just concluded one 
year as superintendent and had been 
reappointed for another year. He had 
maue a good record, and his advance- 
ment seemed certain. 

Opal refused to return to Urich and 
testify against Oakes until shown let- 
ters from him to his wife, seeking a

A representative 
of Williams & Peters, sales agent for 
the Erte, said one concern in New York 
now has 20,000 tons of coal stored out- 
side of the city.

WILD FREIGHT 
BRINGS DEATH. 


Plunges Into Rear of North- 
ern Pacific Train. 
Couplers are Snapped as if 
Pieces of Thread. |

Fire Follows Impact and the 
Injured are Roasted. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


HELENA, Feb. 6.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A collision perhaps unexcelied 
in spectacularism, sensational features 
and harrowing sidelights in the history 
of mountain railroading occurred 
shortly before midnight about three 
miles from Helena, when a wild freight 
traveling at a speed of fully 100 miles 
an hour crashed into the rear end of 
passenger train No. 16 of the Northern 
Pacific, en route from Garrison to Hei- 
ena, with the result that five persons 
were killed outright and as many more 
suffered injuries, severe in some in- 
stances and slight in others.

The catastrophe was due to inade- 
quate air pressure in the freight-train 
brakes. The passenger had overtaken 
and the freight at Austin. a 
small station half-way between Helena 
and the summit of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

Upon the departure of the passenger 
train, the engine of the freight train 
was detached to enge In switching. 
There not being enough air in the 
brake reservoirs to hold the train. tt 
#tarted for Helena. unmanned and en- 
gineless. Upon discovering this, Con- 
ductor Good mounted the engine and 
started in mad pursuit of the runa- 
way. but to ho avail, the engine arriv- 
ing at the scene of the wreck several 
minutes after its occurrence. 

HEARD MORE THAN MILE. 


The passenger train had slowed 
down at the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific crossing tower to re- 
ceive clearance from the operator but 
was unable to get under full speed be- 
fore it was crashed into by the wild 
freight, consisting of forty cars laden 
principally with lumber. The crash 
was an awful one, being heard for 
more than a mile. 

When the freight struck the rear end 
of the passenger the heavy couplers 
between the engine and baggage car 
were snapped as if a piece of thread, 
and the engine was shot forward with 
great impetus. but into safety. Thies 
eccurrence doubtless saved the lives 
of Engineer Dietz and Fireman Ely. 
as the freight train bodily lifted the 
passenger cars into the air and plunged 
onward fer a distance of Thaps 600

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GRAVES DESECRATED 
BURY THE DEAD? 


Shocking Complaint Made to the 
District Attorney 


Denied by the Evergreen Cemetery 
Management Yesterday. 


and Vigorously 


HAT graves are dug through 

crumbling old coffins at Evergreen 

Cemetery; that the shovels of 
grave diggers throw aside the bones 
of the dead; that new graves are 
greedily sold to encroach on the olf: 
that the dead are not safe in their cof- 
fins owing to extreme enterprise of the 
management. 


This is the substance of a horrible 


ney yesterday by C. Beard, a former 
grave digger at Evergreen, who sought 


complaint made to the District Attor-. 


the new grave they dug right on 
through it; the old coffin crumbled to 
pieces under their implements, exposing 
the bones of the skeleton. 

It was a very od grave. There were 
only a few bones and bits of cloth to be 
found. 

King says the bones were piled to 
cne side and the new grave dug right 
on through. The custom of pepper 
boughs being placed to line the inside 


the side of a coffin in the next grave, 
another over-grown, forgotten mound, 
unmarked and anonymous. 

In accordance with his instructions, 
he says, he cut through the side of the 
rough box, leaving the coffin ex 
but not hewn into. 2 

In digging such graves, he claims, it 
ie, or has been, a common thing to tap 
the foul, stagnant water that has been 
seeping into the old grave. At the poke 
of the shovel, it comes spouting out in 


a stream the size of a man’s arm. 


When the rainwater is thus loosed 
into the next grave, it is pumped out 
with a force pump ore the funeral. 

The next grave shown is that of Ju- 
lia Withers, who was buried October 
21 last. Beard claims to have dug the 
grave. 

In digging it, he says, he had to cut 
through the rough box of the grave 
next to it: this is marked by a simple 
teadboard: “Liewellyn Westerfield; 
aged 7 years 4 months.” 

In a more expensive part of the ceme- 
tery, Beard pointed out a grave 
marke: only with the name “Neary;’’ 
he stated that in digging it a coffin had 
been opened next to it. He had not 
seen it himself, however, and produced 
no one who claimed to have. 

Beard claimed that numerous other 


of graves kept the accident from being 
discovered. 
There is nothin to show now who 


instances of apparently wanton grave 
desecrations have occurred in the ceme-

Those concerned include prominent 
men; among them Victor Ponet, the 
Beigian Vice-Consul in Les Angeles 

Beard’s charges are indignantly re- 
Pudiated and denied by the superin- 
tendent of the cemetery and those con- 
nected with the managément. 

M. Ponet and other directors of Ever- 
green are men of the highest standing. 
They deny in an unqualified manner 
the story told the District Attorney. 
They vow to make it hot for their dis- 
charged employé. 

The statements made by Beard, the 
ex-grave digger, are not vouched for 
by The Times. They are given as in 
the case of any other application to the 
District Attorney for a criminal com- 
plaint. 

._ COMPLAINANT EXPLICIT. 

In his complaint to the District At- 
torney. however, Mr. Beard gave 
names and dates and explicit facts. 

For corroboration, he produced a 
former engineer of the cemetery, who 
Stated that he had seen a grave sunk 
through a portion of an old casket, the 
exposed bones being shoved to one 
side and hidden with pepper boughs. 

Beard pointed out two graves at the 
cemetery in the digging of which he 
declares he was himself obliged to cut 
away the outer box of a neighboring 
coffin. He says he did so under posi- 
tive instructions from the superin- 
tendent of the cemetery. . 

In both these cases pepper boughs 
were artistically arranged so as to con- 
ceal the old hacked-up coffin peeping 
through from the neighboring grave. 

Beard states that he refused to do 
this kind of work any longer and left 
the cemetery. The supertutendent says 
he was dischar 

In his story to the District Attorney, 
Beard stated thai, on leaving the em- 
ploy of the Evergreen Cemetery Asso- 
clation, he called on Victor Ponet. 
as one of the leading directors, and 
laid the facts before him. 

According to his account, Mr. Ponet 
said it could not be helped. 

“You wouldn't have us waste the 
land, would you?’ he is alleged to 
have replied to Beard's objections. 

GRAVES BETWEEN GRAVES? 

As the situation was explained, the 
cemetery association is now digging 
graves in a space originally intended 
to be narrow alleys between the sleep- 
ing places of the dead. 

he alleys, it is said,. are not really 
wide enough to accommodate a coffin. 
Consequentiy in making a grave there- 
in the digging must extend into one 
of the graves adjoining, or even into 
both graves adjoining. 

The part of the cemetery in which 
the outrages are alleged to have oc- 
curred are in the pilots set apart for 
single graves. ‘Pathetic. little mounds 
lie thickly here. Many of them are 
the piteous graves of children. 

In support of his story, Beard took 
two Times men to the various points 
in the cemetery at which the incidents 
he recites are alleged to have oc- 
curred. 

The first grave was that of Charles 
E. Lake—a little mound under a pep- 
per tree near the chapel, headed only 
by a bit of whitewashed board. 

Culvert King, the former engineer of 
the crematory, and Beard told the fol- 
lowing regarding it: 

BURIAL OF LAKE. 

Lake was an old soldier. His body 
Was taken to the cemetery to be bur- 
fed last September. The arrangements 
were all made to inter the remains in 
the cheap part of the cemetery. After 
the body actually reached the bury- 
ing ground, an old friend happened in 
and stopped the funeral in order to get 
a better let. The body was taken to 
the chapel and kept for a day; then 
buried in the present location. 

Engineer King says that he saw the 
grave dug; Beard helped to carry the 
coffin, but was not an actual witness 


to the grave-digging. 


King states that, as the grave diggers 
shoveled their way down, they struck 
the box of a coffin; to make room for

Beard was somewhat doubtful at first 
as to whether this Lake grave was the 
ene sunk through the old coffin. ne 
finally decided that it was, and gave 
it as an absolute, not-to-be-doubted | 
fact. 

The next grave shown was half way 
between the First-street gate and the 
mein entrance of the cemetery. The 
graves here lie thick as spatterwork. 


CHILD'S TINY HOME. 


There is always something particu- 
larly pathetic in the grave of a little 
chikd. They lle scattered all about this 
part of the cemetery. 

Some of them are poor, cheap little 
affairs, and 80 tiny. Yet some are 
strewn thickly with fresh violets, wet 
with the rain. 

In among these lies a grave marked 
“Egerton—Sept. 1905.“ 

Beard says he dug this grave him- 
self; that in sinking it, his shovel struck 


tery; only in these cases, however, did 
he claim to have been an eyewitness. 

Single graves cost about $17 in that 
part of the cemetery where the two 
graves that he dug lie. 

Although the cemetery is very old and 
much crowded in this part, there Is no 
apparent necessity for it being 80 
crowded. There are twenty or thirty 
acres belonging to the cemetery as yet 
undug. 

DOUBTFUL IF CRIMINAL. 
After hearing Beard's story yester- 
day, the District Attorney stated that 
it is very doubtful if the digging away 
of the outer box constitutes any crime. 

Removing or destroying shrubs; de- 
molishing gravestones, is a crime. It 
is a crime to interfere with or remove 
the dead bodies. Possibly the disturb- 
— of the bones in the instances speci- 

ed might be an offense. It is doubtful

“DISGRUNTLED,” SAYS 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


HE superintendent of Evergreen is 

Conrad Ohnemuller. He was in- 

formed by The Times last night of 
the charges made by Beard and King, 
and made the following statement: 

“Well, I will tell you: I don’t like to 
say much about it. We had to dis- 
charge that disgruntied man. 1 don't 
care to say why or anything more about 
him personally. 

“I understand that he has been going 
round to our directors, and even to a 
lawyer, and making these charges. I 
guess they haven't taken much stock in 
them. I never have heard anything 
from them about it. 

“Tf anything has been going on that 
is wrong, I can assure you I don't 
know anything about it. Doesn't it 
stand to reason that we couldn't give 
any such orders? We employ too many 
men to risk giving orders that are not 
right—even we wished to. 

“Tl admit that sometimes in digging 
these graves We strike the boxes of 
other graves. That is bound to happen 
in crowded or old cemeteries. It is due 
to the caving of the graves. 

“Tt is also true that I have given or- 
ders to conceal these things with pep- 
per boughs. Is there anything 


im that? It would only make the peo- 


ple feel badly to see the other coffins; 
and no real harm has been done, 

“We can't help the graves being 
close together. Where single graves 
are purchased, they must be close. 

spaces have been left, and we 
sell the spaces as a matter of course. 
Ordinarily they are plenty big enough: 
but as I say, cave-ins sometimes occur. 
= certainly cannot be biamed for 
them. 

“Regardin ng the charge that we have 
dug into coffins and exposed dead bod- 
jes, that is all out of the question; ab- 
surd. If any such thing has occurred, 
24 vou my word I never have heard 
of it. 


“Do you suppose we could afford to 
endanger our reputation by such af- 
faire as that? 

“Just to illustrate how things some- 


times might unavoidably happen: 


“We have just buried a man in a 
coffin much wider than usual—quite an 
extraordinary width. Calculating for 
an ordinary width grave, it might be 
that the grave digger some day might 
mistake and touch this. 

“The statement has unjustly and 
grievously exaggerated the facts. This 
mae is diagruntied and discharged. He
